aiand Shorter Honrs and Will 


Strike to Oalu Their Point. 


COWJMBTJS, Ohio, Feb. 10.—The an- 


nual convention of the United Mine 
workers was held this morning, Aboul 
200 delegates were in attendance from 
over forty states. The object of the 
mealing is to take steps towards inau- 
gaaraticg the 1st of May as the begin- 
ning of the eight hour day work. John 
B. Rae, president of the organisation, 
is presiding over its deliberations. 
The 
outcome 
of this gathering, 


and which is of far-reaching importance, 
will mark a stage in the second act in 
the straggle of the American Federation 
of Labor for an eight hour working d»y. 
When the movement was first originated 
there was considerable discussion among 
the Jabor unions identified with the fed- 
eration of labor regarding which of the 
Organizations should be selected to go in 
the van of the struggle. It was finally 
decided that the right belonged to the 
carpenters. 
The 
strike 
of 
this 


trade was inaugurated a year ago. 
Although at 
the start 
there was 


considerable trouble, the men and 
their employers have managed through- 
out the country to arrive at an amicable 
understanding by means of mutual 
concessions. When, however, the car 
penters were allowed to make their de- 
mands it was with the understanding 
that the miners should be offorded the 
nest opportunity of securing an eight 
hour day, and it is for the purpose of 
surveying the field and making arrange 
ments for the coming campaign that the 
convention which opened to day and 
which will continue in session for e 
week, is being held, Tho federation of 
labor has officially guaranteed to sup- 
port 
the 
coal 
miners 
and

the 
convention 
adjourns 


the 
movement will 
be formally 


inaugurated. About 160,000 men will 
be directly involved in the contest. Of 
these 75,000 are in Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio, West Verginia, Alabama, Tennes 
see and Kentucky, 25,000 in the anthra 
cite region of Pennsylvania, 12,000 in 
the Pittsburg district, and 20,000 in the 
central bituminous fields of that state. 
The officers and leading members of the 
United Mine Workers have no hesitancy 
in saying that the chief and paramount 
business of the convention is the pre 
paring for a fight for the eight hour day. 
There will, however, be no immediate 
strike. The miners are already arrang- 
ing to collect a defense fund of $1,000,000 
dollars by May 1. For BIX weeks prior 
to that date it is calculated that at least 
one half a million of the members of 
the federation of labor will be willing to 
contribute ten cents each per week, 
making $300,000 from that source. The 
several miners' organizations that are 
combined in the United Mute Workers 
of America have over $200,000 already 
n the bank and calculate that the total 
can be swollen, before the battle begins 
a approach, a million. Out of the 
160,000 men that will be directly in- 
volved 75,000 are already organized and 
iheir ranks are gaining accessions daily 
in anticipation of the struggle.

The 
ear's receipts were stated at 85,242 72, 
The assets amounted to $2,039 89.

CIEVELAKD, Feb. 10.—The future of 


United States Senator-elect Brioe will 
be under discussion in this state in a 
few days.

abandon politics end to resign the office 
of United States senator.

WASEiHeTON, Feb. 10.—An important 


feature of the program for the future 
treatment of the Indian question is the 
scheme now being prepared by the war 
department for the enlistment of a num- 
ber of young bucks for Service in tbe 
ranks of the army. It is proposed to 
enlist about 2,900, including 600 or 700 
scouts. 
A separate regiment, com- 


posed entirely of Indians, will not be 
organized, as at first proposed by some 
of the army officer?, for the reason 
that it is not regarded ai per- 
fectly safe to bring snoh a large 
body of uncivilized and treacherous 
people together. Separate companies, 
however, will be organized and about 
one attached to each of the infantry and 
cavalry regiments serving in the west, 
These companies will be cffloered by 
men 
especially 
selected for 
their 


knowledge of Indians and their habits. 
The plan is strongly recommended by 
General Miles, who believes that future 
peace among the Indians can best be 
secured by this method of employing 
tbe young bucks, who would otherwise 
ba incumbent on the army to exercise 
the keenest vigilance to keep them out 
of mischief.

Dr. Well*' JDiscoane Tpon the At- 


tractlveaeati of the Cross. 


The sermon of Dr. Wells, the evan- 


gelist, at the First Presbyterian church 
last night, was preached from the text: 
"And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, 
will draw all men unto Me." Univer- 
salists, he said, sometimes quote this 
text as proof of the doctrine that all men 
will be saved, but it is only by a perver- 
sion of the plain meaning of the words 
above quoted that any such dcotrine can 
be inferred. Christ meant that there 
would be an attractive force about Him 
that wheu He ascended to Heaven He 
would draw all men to Christ Many 
are lost in hell by resisting Christ, but 
if He is accepted He is able to save, and 
will draw men unto Him. There is on 
attractive force, ho said, about the cross 
that goes without saying. There is a 
wonderful power in the old, old story of 
the cross to save men from their sins, 
and its influence has been seen and felt 
through the centuries that have elapsed 
since the crucifixion. Every pagan na- 
tion on the earth has some sort of relig- 


ion, 
but they are all failures. 
It 


is only the gospel of Christ that can 
lift up. Education cannot make us 
holy. History, philosophy, science, all 
fail to lift us up, but tha simple and 
wonderful story of the Cross has the 
power to do it. It is strange that the 
telling of it is fraught with such power 
upon the hearts of men—such wonder- 
ful povei t Where shall we find the 
secret? It is the revealed power of the 
story of the cross that constitut' s its at 
tractiveness, It teaches us First, 
the doctrine of the humanity of Christ. 
He is our human brother, attached to us 
by the ties of flesh and blood. Second, 
the divinity of Christ If He had died 
as other men had died it would have 
been said that He was human, but the 
story of the cross puts to test all doubts 
upon this point. He is a human saviour 
and can sympathize with us. He is a 
divine saviour and can save us. Third, 
it reveals the deep sinf olnees of the 
human heart and enables us to see our 
sins. Fourth, it reveals God's lore for 
His suffering and erring children. No- 
where was such an exhibition of love 
ever seen. He gave His son to die for 
us that we might be saved from sins. In 
concluding bis sermon the doctor said: 
Now I want to ask you, have yon felt 
the magical power of the story of the 
cross drawing you to Christ? Death 
may come to yon at any time and then 
you will want Jesus. Wont you come 
to Him to-night? The subject of Dr. 
WelL»' sermon to night will be "The 
Warning Rejected."
